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The Kentucky Public Service Commission's (PSC) public hearing on Case #2005-00 142, 
a J oiiit Application for Transmission CCN submitted by L,ouisville Gas and Electric 
Company (LG&E) and Kentucky Utilities (KU), convened at 6:05 P.M. EDT on 
Tuesday, July 12,2005, at the Pritchard Community Ceiiter in Elizabethtown, Kentucky. 

Present were PSC Chairman Mark David Goss, Commissioner Greg Colter, and members 
of the PSC staff. 

One hundred fourteen members of the public signed in at the hearing. Of these, twenty- 
eight individuals made oral comments to the PSC. Two people also submitted written 
comments. The proceeding was videotaped. 

Chairman Goss opened the meeting with introductions, a brief overview of the public 
hearing process, topics within the Commission's jurisdiction, and an explanation of the 
purpose of the particular hearing. The Chairman asked that public corivneiitary be 
limited to thee minutes per individual. 

John Wolfram, Manager of Regulatory Affairs for L,G&E & KTJ, opened with a brief 
presentation of the companies' filing and provided a written handout containing the 
background and overview of the proposed project, as well as reasons for the need for the 
proposed line. 

Hank Graddy, an attorney representing property owners Dennis and Cathy Cunningham, 
spoke next and indicated that he had filed a motion asking the PSC to dismiss the 
L,G&E/ICU application without prejudice. He then proceeded to give reasons as to why 
the application should be dismissed. 

Robert Kiefer was slated to present next, but was not present.
